In many resjiects Mrs. 
Montgom­

This letter was written upo n the 
news to General Pickett o f the birth o f 
his so n, “ the Little General," as be 
was kno wn in the who le Co nfederate 
army :

PLANT THAT IMPROVES SOIL. 


The 
S ug a r 
Beet 
Increases 
Yield 
o f 
Other Cro ps. 
Ho w sugar beets impro v e the fertil 
ity o f the so il and increase the y ield o f 
all cro ps gro wn in ro tatio n with them 
is ex plained in the Natio nal Magazine 
by Truman G. I’aimer, who has spent 
the past ten y ears in study ing agricul­ 
tural metho ds in Euro pe and America. 
“ The sugar beet being a deep ro o ter," 
say s Mr. Palmer, "a prerequisite to its 
culture is that the so il be stirred to a 
depth o f ten to fo urteen inches. 
The 
tender beet let hav ing to undergo the 
sho ck o f thinning so o n after it co mes 
up in o rder to leav e but o ne l>eet to a 
place, it demands a well prepared, mel­ 
lo w seed bed. 
Gathering the sugar iu 
its leav es fro m the atmo sphere by the 
aid o f the light and sto ring it up in the 
ro o ts, it will no t thriv e if the light is 
cuto ff thro ugh being shaded by weeds, 
and their eradicatio n means no t o nly a 
further stirring o f the so il by cultiv a­ 
tio n and ho eing, but they are remo v ed 
befo re go ing to seed, thus leav ing 
weed less fields fo r succeeding cro ps. 
Being plo wed o ut In autumn giv es an 
ex tra fall plo wing, which leav es the 
land in co nditio n to abso rb instead o f 
shed the fall and winter rains and sto re 
up the mo isture fo r the fo llo wing sea­ 
so n's cro p. 
With the remo v al o f the 
main ro o t my riads o f fibro us ro o ts « are 
bro ken o ff and left in the so il to an 
av erage o f ¡i to n to the acre, and in 
ro tting they no t o nly depo sit humus In 
the lo wer strata o f so il, but leav e mi­ 
nute channels thro ugh which it be 
co mes aerated and hence fertile. 
The 
ro o ts o f subsequent cro ps fo llo w these 
interstices and draw nutriment fro m 
two and three times the depth o f so il 
fo rmerly reached, and hence the farm­ 
ers do uble and treble their so il o utput 
witho ut increasing their acreage."

London, ,lan. 
27.— Repeating 
their 
tactics of ten days ago, the delegates 
of the Balkan states to the peace con­ 
ference have given a statement to the 
press that they have decided to rup­ 
ture the negotiations and give the stip­ 
ulated four days’ notice of the end of 
the armistice. 
This of course may 
mean a renewal of the w ar during the 
present week. 
The Balkan envoys conferred 
on 
Sunday evening and adopted a resolu­ 
tion to the effect that the Turkish de­ 
lays were intolerable and in view of 
the published declarations that the 
new government at Constantinople did 
not intend to comply with the propo­ 
sals of the powders, the Balkanites 
should take some positive action. They 
therefore appointed a committee of 
five to formulate a note to the Otto­ 
man delegates and 
to S ir Edward 
Grey, the British foreign secretary, 
who is honorary president of the peace 
conference, declaring the negotiations 
off.

Ne*v York, Jan. 27.— John D. Rocke­ 
feller. Jr., is among the foremost men 
of the country wrho have given serious 
and critical consideration of the social 
evil with a view' toward its humane and 
scientific abatement. 
E v e r since he 
sat as foreman of the grand jury in 
i New York about two years ago Mr. 
! Rockefeller has been keenly interest­ 
ed in discovering a sensible plan for 
; curtailing the white slave traffic. 
He 
was largely instrumental, both finan­ 
cially and personally, in the organiza­ 
tion of the bureau of social hygiene, 
started with the deep and earnest pur­ 
pose of thoroughly investigating the 
present conditions of the social evil 
and of eradicating them in so far as 
possible. 
Mr. Rockefeller now makes 
public the following interesting and 
important statement as to the origin, 
; w'ork and plans of the bureau: 
‘ The bureau of social hygiene came 
into existence about two years ago as 
a result of the work of the special 
| grand jury appointed to investigate the 
white slave traffic in New York city, 
which served during the first half of 
the year 1910. One of the reeommenda- 
j tions made by it in the presentment 
handed up at the termination of its la- 


j hors w'as that a public commission be 
appointed to study the social evil. The 


i foreman of that body subsequently 
gave careffll consideration of the char­ 
acter of the work which might proper­ 
ly be dose by such a commission and 
the lim itations under which it would 
operate. 
“ So the conviction grew that in or­ 
der to make a real and lasting im­ 
provement in conditions a permanent 
organization should be created, the 
continuation of w'hich would not be de­ 
pendent upon a temporary wave of re- 
k form nor upon the life of any man 
or,group of men. but which would go 
on. generation after generation, con­ 
tinuously making warfare against the 
forces of evil.

“ Therefore, as the initial step, in the 
w'inter of 1911 the bureau of social hy­ 
giene was formed. 
Its present mem­ 
bers are Miss Katherine Bement Da­ 
vis, superintendent of New York State 
Reformatory For W om en at Bedford 
Hills, N.

Paul M. W arburg of 
the firm of Kuhn, Loeb

Mu rp h y, of the*N ew York bar and 
John D Rockefeller. Jr. 
As the work 
develops, new members may be added. 
“ One of the first things undertaken 
by the bureau was the establishment 
at Bedford Hills, adjacent to the re­ 
formatory. of a laboratory of social hy­ 
giene under Miss Davis’ direction. In 
this laboratory it is proposed to study 
from the physical, mental, social and 
moral side each person committed to 
the reformatory. 
Arrangements were made, there 
fore, in the early part of last w'inter 
to secure the services of George J. 
Kneeland, who had directed the Chi­ 
cago vice commission 
investigation. 
Since that time Mr. Kneeland. with a 
corps of assistants, has been making 
a thorough and comprehensive survey 
of the conditions of vice in New York 
city. 
“ At the. same time the bureau was 
fortunate in securing the services of 
Abraham Flexner. w'hose reports on 
the medical schools in this country 
and in Europe are so well know'n. to 
study the social evil and the various 
methods of dealing with it in the lead­ 
ing cities of Europe. 
“ Based upon all of these studies, 
which will probably be published by 
December of this year, it is the hope 
of the bureau that there m ay be de­ 
vised a practical plan for dealing with 
the social evil in New York city, a 
plan 
which 
public opinion 
can 
be 
brought to support.”

teen y ears o ld may no t leav e scho o l, . 
ev en to o btain emplo y ment, unless 
they hav e co mpleted the first fiv e 
j 
grades o f the elem entary scho o ls. 


A ppo in tm ents Affected. 
The truant o fficer in co unties o f less 
than 25,000 inhabitants wo uld be ap 
po inted by the judge o f the juv enile 
co urt and the co unty superintendent : 
and wo uld serv e bo th as a truancy and 
pro batio n o fficer. 
Tn larger co unties, 
acco rding to the bill, the o fficer wo uld 
be appo inted by the superintendent ! 
and in cities with an enumeratio n o f j 
mo re than 2,000 scho o l children, tru- i 
ancy o fficers might he app'o inted by 
the bo ards o f scho o l co mmissio ners. 
The bill was drafted 
by Jo hn A. 
Lapp, leg islativ e reference librarian: 
Albert Baker, atto rney fo r the Indian­ 
apo lis bo ard o f scho o l co mmissio ners; 
William A. Hacker, directo r o f the In­ 
dianapo lis 
truancy department, and 
Charles A. Pro sser, secretary o f the 
Natio nal So ciety fo r the Pro mo tio n o f i 
Industrial Educatio n. 
It has the in­ 
do rsement o f the Indiana State Teach­ 
ers’ asso ciatio n and o f the co mmissio n 
o n industrial and agricultural educa 
tio n. 
The juv enile co urt bill will be intro ­ 
duced in the legislature this week at 
the instigatio n o f the ho ard o f state 
charities. 
It wo uld raise the age limit 
o f girls o v er who m the juv enile co urts 
hav e jurisdictio n fro m sev enteen y ears 
to eighteen y ears. 


Wo uld Amend Old Law. 


It also wo uld amend the first part o f j 
the present juv enile co urt law to giv e 
the judges o f the circuit co urts, w here 
there is no separate juv enile co urt, 
the po wer to hear juv enile cases any 
time during v acatio n o r during the * 
regular circuit co urt terms. 
Ano ther pro v isio n will be to increase 
to no t mo re than 35 cents a day the 
pay ments by co unties which send chil­ 
dren to the v ario us priv ate institu- 
tio ns» in the state. 
Under the present 
law the pay ment is 25 cents a day fo r 
each child, which is said to he insuffi­ 
cient. An effo rt was made to raise the 
age limit o f the ho y s o v er who m the i 
juv enile co urts hav e jurisdictio n fro m 
six teen y ears to sev enteen y ears, but 
later was abando ned.
